What  of  Doctrine’r 

Tpe  idea  of  preaching  doctrine  seei  ns  to 
be  yery  distastfnl  to  some  people.  (Oc- 
casionally you  find  a man  who  la^s  rtim 
to  #6  bcoad  and  liberal  views  that  he  jdiy- 
clailis  any  sectarian  preferences;  he  labels 
against  creed.  At  fjrst  glance  such  a ftiosi- 
tionl seems  perfectly  lovely.  But  it  wilnot 
beat  a deeper  investigation. 

In|a  course^ of  a Conversation  recefatly, 
a friend  of  the  writ<*,ir.  discussing  detMtni’- 
national  ccbools,  delivered  himself  i^briut 
thu-:  "I  despise  this  stinking  secta- 
rianism He  is  a Christian  gentleman 
and  believes  himself  to  be  perfectly  honest 
in  hiis  contention.  However,  it  is  cleJr  to 
^ Mould  & missiop  of  uew  test,  ch.l  2!„ 
I suppose  my  fiiend  “dispised  *yta- 
rianism  because  he  thought  it  wron^and 
contrary  to  the  teadhings  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. Then  with  reference  to  it,  he  behov  es 
something,  and,  to  justify  his  strong  fen- 
guage,  he  must  have  believed  it  stropgly- 
So  be  himself  has  a creed;  as  a erded  is*

nothing  more  or  less  than  one’s  belief.  It 
is  from  the  latin  credo,  I believe.  My  good 
Methodist  brother’s  creed  is-j-‘‘liberality’’ 
of  views  on  denominational!  teachings. 
T|hicb,  to  ad  intents  and  purposes,  means 
anything  that  nobody  objects  to.  As 
eifery  idea  ot  doctrine  has  opponents,  if 
my  triend  pursues  his  doctrine  jto  its  last 
analysis  he,  will  find  himself  cotnlronted  by 
a red  act  iq  Lf  nbsurdtim. 

As  generally,  used  a sectarian  is  one  who 
holds  a particular  belief  or  doctrine.-  The 
aforesaid  exponent  of  broad  and  liberal 
views  evidently  believes  very  strongly, 
atjd  teaches  his  belief,  that  ^it;  is  narrow 
and  unchristian  to  tielieve  things  and 
teach  them.  So  he  is  a sectarian,  and  open 
to  the  charge  he  makes  against  others. 
It  the  term  sectarian  is  used  tp  designate 
those  who  do  not  grant  honesty  of  opinion 
and  purpose  to  all  men,  then  tjhe  term  is 
misused  and  thp  users  are  at  ffiult.  Sect, 
from  which  sectarian  is  developed, 
originallyireferred  to  a smaller  number 
who  heldjfxliefs  differing  from  j the  estab- 
lished ordfr.  At  this  day  and  $me  it  is  a 
rafe  thing;  tor  a Christian  to  question  the 
. honesty  oi  views  differing  from  his.  While 
he  may  think  them  ever  so  errbneous  he 
grants  thrf  right  of  others  to  Relieve  any 
doctrines, |||ind  teach  them.  Especially  have 
Baptists  iflft  all  times  represented  freedom 

01  conscience  and  speech. 

ciut  what  of  the  virtue  of  a creed?  Much, 
indeed.  What  one  believes  determines  his 
character  and  manner  of  life.  This  stands 
to  reason.  It  has  been  my  observation 
thftt  those  who  have  the  strangest  con- 
victions i^'-Hop  the  strongest  charac- 
ters, and  rfre  not  swept  from  tpeir  mo-or 
ings  by  evlry  passing  tide.  Beliefs  always 
fidd  expression  in  actions.  If  one  believes 
that  which  is  false  and  pernicious  it  will 
le#d  him  idto  ways  that  are  beset  with 
difficulties  .tod  danger#.  If  not  to  utter 
destruction.  “The  way  of  transgressors  is 
hard."  “Tpe  soul  of  the  transgressors  shall 
edt  violeoct."  Volumes  may  ,be  written 
of  the  blessings  which' come  to  him  who, 
hearing  Hit  truth,  believes  it  steadfastly! 
But  what  ihaH/we  say  of  the  individual 
who  has  no  convictions,  whin  believes  . 
nothing?  ‘The  best  that  may  be  said  of 
him  is:  lie  drifts  as  a raft  afloajt  without 
a course,  without  steerage;  he  Will  go  the 
easy  way-  with  the  ctowd.  "Wide  is  the 
gate  and  broad  is  the  way  thatieadeth  to 
destruction,  and  many  there  be  which  go 
ip  thereat.” 

T o justify  us  in  holding  to  the  importance 
of  doctrine^  and  teaching  it,  we  need  a 
divine  command.  What  have  we  here? 
“Take  beed  unto  thyself  and  ta  the  doc- 
trine; continue  in  them,"  etc.  1 Tim.  4:16. 
"Till  I cO«ne,  give  attendance  to  reading! 
to  exhortation,  and  to  doctrine.'’  1 Tim! 
4:13.  “All  scriture  is  given  by  inspiration 
of  God.  and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,” etc. 

2 Tim.  3:1^.  "That  he  may  be  able  by 
sound  doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to  con- 
vince the  gkinsayers."

t trial  and  bu  (4  the  house.  Christian  edu 
Cation  belongs  to  this  side  of  the  commis- 
sion, and  m thejwork  that  organizes;  sys- 
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tematizes,  establishes  the  kingdom.  The 
Christian  sdhbqlip  the  best  method  of  ac- 
complishing thijU^reat  end.  The  missiona- 
ries on  the  foreign  fields  have  foetid  the 
school  an  indispgnsible  necessity  in  the 
work  of  perm  anient  establishment,  and 
ptoper  development  of  the  people,  whom 
they  evangelize.  And  the  same  reasons 
make  the  Christiaft  school  an  indispensable 
(actor  in  the  work!  of  the  kingdom ‘afnong 
us  in  this  so-calletl  home  land.  Hp  who 
would  build  for  eternity  must  educAty?. 

II.  ITS  POSITION;  IX  OUR  STATE  WORK. 
Not  only  a fresjh  but  a new  emphasis 
needs  to  be  giveri  {o  the  relationship  of  our 
denominational  schools  to  our  general  co- 
operative work  f>i»es  this  work  ofeupv 
an  essential  and  a permanent  place  ip  >ur 
active  denominational  life?  It  so*  What 
should  be  its  plaifo  in  our  associational  life 
a^d  work,  and  in  the  life  and  workoi  our 
churches!?  tlow  should  it  be  brought  home 
to)  the  hearts  of  the  individual  membjtrahip? 
Baptist  strength  jnd  life  reside  in  thei  indi- 
vidual, and  not  in;  some  high  eccles|n|tical 
dignitary  or  coqijt.  Christian  education 
should  have  the  same  permanency  and  the 
sapie  constant  and  general  loyalty  among 
the  masses  that  is  now  given  to  the  work 
of  missions.  Here  is  a duty  belonging  to 
the  pastor  that  ik  more  commonly  ueg- 
leiited  perhaps  than  any  other  duty,  the 
dujty  to  keep  this  Work  alive  in  bislhurch 
and  to  give  it  the  place  it  should  occupy  in 
the  church’s  life. 

This  work  is  fundamental  in  ourcofistruc- 
ti^e  life.  Did  our^chools  do  no  mote  than 
train  preachers  dhd  ehnrch  worker*,  thev 
would  be  worth  infinitely  more  that  the 
eojjt  of  thorough  equipment  and  endorse- 
ment. Of  coarse  they  do  vastly  more  than 

the.  They  form  the  basis  of  a sound,  sta- 
ble!, symmetrical  denominational  life.  No 
school  ever  goes  off  at  a tangent  and  j-ides 
a hobby  to  the  hurtful  neglect  of  othyr  in- 
terests. Give  us  pastors  trained  jn  our 
schools,  and  we  need  have  no  fears  of  fac- 
tions amd  divisions  within  our  ranks. 
They  are  the  stsong  hand  of  unity ,k'0-op- 
eration  and  intelligence.  All  our  hurtful 
divisions  can  be  traced  to  the  one  common 
Boftree  of  halt  information,  and  misinfor- 
mation and  deficient  training.  ‘‘When  faap- 
tisis  really  know  themselves  and  kpow 
their  work,  they  will  be  a unit.  Tbtfo  our 
schools  give  us  a denominational  solidity, 
and  make  us  ose  people.  Snch  end  can 
hardly  be  attained  without  them.  Arfd  to 
be  Strong  at  home,  we  must  educate  at 
hope.  We  as  Baptists  grow  from  local 
centers.  To  be  weak  in  oar  local  centers 
meor*  to  be  weak  in  the  denomination  as 
a wh  >le.  As  wg  are  organized  by  States 
into  connection^  it  becomes  vastly  inVor- 
taot  that  we  become  strong  and  compact 
in  each  State,  (pur  schools  become  centers 
of  intellectual  activity  and  inspiration. 
Each  State  beebmes  a sociological  com- 
pact wijthin'  itseU.  This  does  not  touph  the 
question  of  local  chnrch  independency.  It 
but  fixes  the  dennminatioaal  activity  and 
life  of  a State  sisterhood  of  independent 
churches.  It  is  the  co  operation  principle 
and  life  wisely  directed  into  the  moAteffi- 
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cient  cbgnnels.  Oar  remarkable  Baptist 
growth  And  accomplishment  jbavecome  al- 
most entirely  through  the  development  of 
our  Baptist  torccsT  Dy  States!.  Dur  State 
Conventions  have  a double  reflex  influence. 
They  ipu^e  strong  fhe  associatiional  bodies 
within  respective  limits,  on  the  one  hand; 
while,  on  the  other,  they  devilop  strength 
for  their  larger  and  more  geniral  denomi- 
nationaljinstitutioas.  The  Sputhern  Bap- 
tist Convention)  for  instarijre,  finds  its 
s trengtli: in  the  development  of  the  State 
Conventions.  Hence  it  is  of  tit  utmost  im- 
portance that  we  grow  strong  by  State*. 
Home  loyalty  and  patriotism  js  a necessary 
fundarntital  in  opr  denominational 
growth,  and  onr  schools  are  to  the  essen- 
tial groiyth  very  much  what  {the  hub  is  to 
the  wheel  They  must  be  mifintdined,  de- 
veloped jand  strengthened,  if  we  would 
hope  to  grow  as  a denomination  and  wield 
a powef  (or  good  in  the  worM  about  ns. 
Our  schools  of  todaV  are  an  index  to  what

It; is  not  riiht  to  force 
themtiytpke  second  class  advantages  in 
our  schools  when  they  can  find  first  class 
advantages  in  State  schools  jand  in  the 
schoolsjof  other  d<piominati<jps-  Neither 
is  it  rigjjtito  force  t|iem  to  stay  in  onr  own 
school*  wiien  the  Baptist  schiiols  of  other 
States  Clip  f?ive  theip  much  letter  advan- 
tages. Buit  it  is  vastly  import^tit  that  they 
be  educated  in  our  dwn  schools,  and  hence 
of  first  ii;g>ortanc*  that  we  i<|uip  and  cn- 
dow  a rtd  tnake  our  Schools  second  to  none 
in  all  the  land.  This  is  a pdaitive  duty. 

It  is  likew'ise  a dpty  upon  .the  pastors 
and  workers  to  train  onr  chuirches  to  ap- 
preciate and  patropizc  and  jlupport  our 
own  schobls.  An  eye  should!  be  kept  on 
the  prospective  student,  and  ^hat  one  be 
led  to  go  to  onr  ofvn  school  within  our 
own  State.  And  along  with  this  duty 
comes  tihd  moral  obligation  j upon  every 
church  taj  stand  by,  with  itji  money  its 
prayers  and  its  sympathy,  the  institu- 
tions of  itjs  own  State.  The  phurch  but  a 
foot  over  the  line  in;  Mississippi  belongs  to 
{Mississippi,  and  the  pastor  of  such  church 
has  npindral  right  to  divert  fts  strength 
in  Tiny  ©thfr  direction.  And  one®  tate  has  no 
moral  right  tocross  the  line  into  another  for 
denominational  puiposes  of  aby  sort,  un- 
less  there  4e  an  agreement  for  denomina 
tipnal  cok>peratioa  betwreri  the  two 
States.  1 pere  is  a question  of  denomina- 
tional ethits  here  that  needs  {special  em- 
phasis. Of  course  individuals  Are  free  al- 
ways to  db  as  they  please  with  &eir  money, 
and  the  agents  of  general  institutions  like 
our  Seminary  are  free  to  go!  anywhere. 
The  point  is  every  institution! is  morally 
trained  to  btay  within  the  territory  justly 
belonging  to  it,  and  should  nipt  trespass 
upon  the  rights  of  Any  other  'institution. 
This  may  be  a tender  point,  bu{  it  needs  to 
be  understood.
